WHAT TO EXPECT 
• Noise from tree trimming activity during the night, including chainsaws and wood chippers.
• Tree removal equipment staged in the area and truck traffic transporting downed limbs.
• Lighting to illuminate work areas.
• Shoulder closures, lane closures and a ramp closure during the night. 

BOLLINGER CANYON SOUTHBOUND ON-RAMP DETOUR 

UPCOMING TREE TRIMMING 
Work crews will be trimming trees in the I-680 Contra Costa express lane corridor to improve camera sight 
lines. Trees will be trimmed in the following locations: 

• Southbound just south of Bollinger Canyon Road. The southbound on-ramp from Bollinger Canyon
eastbound will be closed. See detour route below.

• Southbound at Diablo Road; and
• Northbound at El Cerro Blvd.

The tree trimming is scheduled to occur the nights of February 6th, 7th and 8th but could be rescheduled 
due to inclement weather or other circumstances. Work will start around 10 or 11 p.m. and will require 
about three hours at each location.
